THERE WOULD BE NO SURPRISE 


IF HOBART DIED WHILE ASLEEP 


Paterson, N. J., Nov. 1—Vlce-Presi- 


dent Hobart passed his most restful 
night in two weeks. 


He has been asleep since midnight. 
Still there is no chance for recovery. 
None of the members of the family 


will be surprised if he died any time 
while asleep. 


Paterson, N. 3., Nov. 1.—The following 


statement is authorized by the family 
of Vice President Hobart and by the 
physicians who have attended him: 


"The illness of the vice president may 


be said to date from the fall of 1898, prior 
to his return to Washington }n No- 
vember. 
At that time his physicians 


observed symptoms of embarrassed 
respiration, with frequert attackB of 
angina pectoris. This responded readily 
to treatment, and when the vice presi- 
dent went to Washington In the latter 
part of November, he was In good health. 
He stood remarkably well the strain 
and excitement Incidental to the open- 
Ing of congress, and he was making 
favorable progress, until in January he 
became a victim of the prevailing epi- 
demic, grip. 
Following this there was 


a return of the heart trouble, accom- 
panied with signs of degeneration. His 
ailment was diagnosed er dilated right 
heart, due to mycoardltt*. 
The re- 


covery from this attack was less rapid, 
and on the last day of the session of the 
senate the strain' and excitement of 
delivering the closing speech waa so 
great that he was on the verge of a 
collapse. 


"A few weeks afterwards, towards the 


middle of March^the vice president and 


his ramuy, together with the presiden- 
tial party, went to Thomasville, Ga,, to 
visit Senator Hanna, 
The fatigue of 


the trip affected Mr. Hobart very un- 
favorably, and his condition was further 
impaired by the Intense heat and hu- 
midity then prevailing. 
As soon as 


possible, he was taken lo Long Branch, 
where beneficial results from the sea 
air and quiet wepc expected. His prog- 
ress toward recovery was not made, 
however, at the rate that was antici- 
pated, and a trip to Lake Champlain, 
with the fatigue and exposure incidental 
thereto, hastened rather than retarded 
the course of his disease. 
Since then 


his system has not responded to the 
ministrations of his physicians, and the 
critical condition of the last few days 
has been the remit. 


"It should be added- that ever glnce 


hi3 illn?ss became serious the vice presi- 
dent has had the benefit ot the best 
medical advice and treatment. His at- 
tending and consulting physicians have 
at all times agreed upon the nature of 
his disease and upon the treatment of 
it, and the results to be expected. 


"It Is apparent from this statement 


that the vice president is In no condition 
to resume his political duties at Wash- 
ington. 
His family desires, therefore, 


to announce tha< he wUi not return to 
Washington, nor will he again take part 
In public affairs. 
His condition today 


is sucli that a fatal result may ensue at 
any moment, or his present condition 
may be Indefinitely prolonged."

London, Nov. 1.—An ominous curtain 


has again descended upon affairs in 
Natal. 
No dispatch, except the official 


telegram of General White, has thus far 
been permitted to mention the disaster, 
and no telegram from Ladysmith has 
been received in London since the ad- 
vicGS from tne 
British commander. 


This gives rise to the belief that com- 
munications have already been cut, In 
which event' some time must elapse be- 
fore details regarding British losses are 
received. 


If the war office officials have^eceived 


information on this1 point, they have re- 
frained from publishing it. 
General 


White's estimate that the British losses 
were about 90 is evidently quite separate 
from the probable losses in killed and 
wounded among the captured battalions. 


On this point there is the greatest sus- 


pense among the relatives of the pris- 
oners. 
It is supposed that the stam- 


pede of mules meant the carrying away 
of the reserves, ol ammunition, and that 
the troops capitulated after firing the 
rounds which each man carried. 


There was a continuous stream of call- 


ers at the war office yesterday, eveory 
body 
anxiously inquiring 
regarding 


Monday's casualties near 
Ladysmith: 


but the war office declared that nothing 
had' been, received since General White's 
dispatch communicating the news of the 
capture of the Royal Irish fusiliers and 
the Gloucestershire regiment. 


This delay in getting further intelli- 


gence is attributed in part to the break- 
down of the east coast cable, but it 
stands to reason that the war officS must 
be possessed of further news, which it 
is probably not thought advisable 
should be published as yet. 


The disaster has caused a 
feeling 


akin to consternation, and, in Glouces- 
tershire and the north of Ireland, where 
the captured regiments were recruited, 
the blackest gloom prevails, many fam- 
ilies there waiting with beating hearts 
the names of the slain and wounded, 
which are fully expected to reach a high 
figure. 
Many homes are already in 


mourning in consequence of losses sus- 
tained by these regiments in the previous 
engagements. 


Public afixiety was increased by a spe- 


cial dispatch from Ladysmith, published 
in the late editions of the London after- 
noon papers, to the effect that before 
darkness Monday the Boers reoccupied 
the old position held by their heavy ar- 
tillery, which General'White had re- 
ported silenced by the guns of the naval 
bngado from the Powerful, and had 
opened fire again. 


The dispatch -further 
says: 
The 


enemy are again" closing in, and the sit- 
uation is one of,grave anxiety. 
Be- 


yond doubt, the Boer retirement Monday 
was a ruse to draw General White inta 
the hilly country, and away from the 
British camp. 


This last sentence is significant and 


confirms the opinion of military ex- 
perts here that General White is allow- 
ing himself to be-out-generalled by Com- 
mandant General Joubert. 


From the scanty advices thus far re- 


ceived, it seems to be tolerably certain 
that the disaster was a simple repeti- 
tion of the battle of Majuba hill, though 
on a larger scale. 
The two regiments 


were allowed to march into a trap set 
for them by the Boers. 
It is simply a 


case of (he Boer spider and the guileless 
British fly. In fact, the whole engage- 
ment of Monday seems to have been 
brought on by Commandant General 
Joubert, who skilfully 
conceived a 


gigantic trap, out of >vh!ch, as the offi- 
cial dispatch shows, General White only 
escaped with difficulty. 


General White advanced the idea of 


driving the Boers from Tintwainyoni 
hill, seven miles out, which General 
Joubert made an ostentatious show of 
fortifj'ing on Sunday. 


The Boer commander left a force suf- 


ficient to draw General White on, while 
the mass of the Boers he moved stealth- 
ily round the British right, to deliver a 
flank attack, and to endeavor to cut off 
General White at Ladysmith. The Brit- 
ish commander succeeded in beating off 
the attack, but only with great dif- 
ficulty, and during the turning move- 
ment of his troops suffered from 
a 


flanking fire. 


Harsh things are said In military cir- 


cles of the British tactics, which have 
made possible the ambush of the Eigh- 
teenth hussars at Glencoe and now the 
loss of two fine regiments. 
It is feared 


that General White is no match for the 
Boers in that cunning by which the 
Boer tactics are conceived, and It is 
pointed out that", if the British com- 
manders continue to lead their men in- 
to obvious traps, further disasters must 
be looked for. 


The dispatch In which General White 


reported the disaster is as follows: 


"Ladysmith, Oct. 30,10.35 p. m.—I have 


to report a disaster to the column sent 
by me to tafce a position on a hill to 
guard the left flank of the troops. 
, "In these operation* today the Royal 
Irish fusiliers, No. 10 mountain battery 
and the Gloucestershire reigment were 
•urrounded in the hills, and after losing 
heavily had to capitulate. The casual- 
ties have n«t yet been ascertained. 


"A man of the fusiliers, employed as 


a hospital orderly, came in under a flag 
of truce with a letter from the survivors 
of the column, who asked for assistance 
to bury the dead. I fear there is no 
doubt of the "truth of the report. 


"I formed a plan, in the carrying out of 


which the disaster occurred, and I am 
alone responsible for the plan. There is 
no blame whatever to the troops, aa the 
position was untenable." 


In the absence of n«ws the morning 


papers are reduced to speculation as to 
how the disaster occurred. The general 
opinion is that a misuse of the cavalry 
•wag the real reason for the fall Into the 
Boer trap. Apparently there was no 
cavalry to watch over the safety of the 
mlpslng column. 


The Morning Post, pointing out how 


near the British were to "a still greater 
disaster," says: In capturing the col- 
umn the Boers also had the Devonshire 
refc'lment practically at their mercy; and 
a little more daring woul-d have made a 
bad business much worse; and, seeing 


that a force strong enough to scoop up a 
couple of infantry -battalions could have 
put itself practically between General 
White and his camp; we may be very 
thankful that things today are not more 
serious than they are. The lesson has 
been a severe one. It is humiliating to 
find a nation of farmers beating soldiers 
at their owp, game; but the sooner a 
proper respecx is had for Boer strategy 
and tactics, the better for our fortunes 
in Natal. 


This sobering note is struck by all the 


morning papsrs today, together with the 
expression of a determination to carry 
the matter through at whatever cost. 


The colonial offlce'has received a dis- 


patch from Governor ' Milner of Cape 
Colony saying that he had issued a 
proclamation in reply to the Boar 
proclamation annexing a portion of Cape 
Colony, in the course of which h* had 
warned British subjects to disregard all 
such annexation pronouncements. Mil- 
ner adds, however, that so far as he can 
discover, £he people north of the Vaal 
river accept the alleged annexation as a 
fact. 


Abroad, especially in France, no pains 


are taken to disguise the satisfaction felt 
in consequence of the British rebuff. In 
Paris every means of spreading the news 
was utilized. Some of the more dignified 
papers adopted a respectful and sym- 
pathetic tone, but th« majority were 
overjoyed. The editor of The Patrle 
hung the Transvaal and Orange Free 
State flags out of the office window. The 
Presse predicts a general revolt of the 
Dutch population In South Africa. The 
Soir hints its regret that France did not 
adiopt a different attitude during the 
Fashoda crisis. The Courrlere du Soir 
thinks that the continental powers will 
propose arbitration. Yves Guyot, in 
The Sirele, is almost alone in support- 
ing Great Britain against the Boers. 


An interview is published with a Brit- 


ish officer, whose name is withheld, but 
who is described as a "well-known gen- 
eral w ith a distinguished record during 
the Indian mutiny," in the course of 
which he passes severe criticism upon 
the conduct of the campaign. 


"Monday's disaster," gays the officer 


in question, "is only another proof of 
serious blundering. Although General 
White is a good regimental commander, 
he does not seem to excel in strategy or 
the management of a big division, I 
regard the Glencoe business aa a fair 
sample of blundering." 


Proceeding to discuss the engagement 


at Glencoe, the officer observes: -"Some 
of the enemy's officers were allowed to 
occupy and plant guns on Talana hill. 
Nothing was 'Sone to stop this until the 
Boe-ns began to shell Glencoe-pri the fol- 
lowing morning. As for "Monday's 
casualty, it seems inexcusable that the 
two regiments Should have been allowed 
to separate themselves fropn the" main 
body, especially with a Considerable 
swarm of the enemy against th«m> !• 
know I am expressing the .opinion of 
many military Officers. 


"We are disgusted with thje war office 


for having prematurely allowed the Is- 
suance of glowing reports cjf victories 
without equal frankness and prompti- 
tude in disclosing the circumstances dis- 
counting these reports." 


General White's honest admission of 


full responsibility and the terms of his 
dispatch are regarded in some circles as 
virtually placing his casein the hands of 
the home authorities; and it is even 
rumored that the war office has already 
decided to supersede him. The report, 
however, is discredited in well-informed 
quarters. 


About 6000 fresh troops will arrive at 


Cape Town on Sunday next from Eng- 
land and will be available to reinforce 
General White. Transports will arrive 
there daily after Sunday,, until, by the 
end of next week, 28,000 troops will have 
been landed in South Africa. These men 
are intended for General Buller's army, 
but they will undoubtedly be detactoed 
to Natal if the situation there should 
become perilous. The British army will 
eventually reach the total of 89,634, of 
which 60,634 will be regulars and the 
other 20,000 miscellaneous, but excellent 
colonial troops. 


Promises to Reduce Rates. 


Philadelphia, Nov. L-— The' North 


American says: One of the greatest 
financial combinations1 of the century is 
in process of formation. The organizers 
of the Continental Telegraph, Telephone 
and Cable company, recently incor- 
porated in New Jersey, have obtained 
control of all the independent telephone 
companies in the United States, and 
aim to combine therewith the great tele- 
graph companies and the five Atlantic 
cable companies. The office of the new 
concern is in New York city. The capi- 
talists interested include George J. 
Gould, John Jacob Astpr, W. C_Whitney, 
P. A. B. Widener and William I* Elklns. 
Verification of the story was obtained 
from Mr. Wldener, He said the scheme 
would bring about a sweeping reduction 
in the cost of transmission of electrical 
messages all over the country..

Ing with, it is rumored, 200 soldiers. 
The government troops were victorious 
in a pitched battle with the insurgents 
near Bucaramanga. 
The insurgent 


leader, Uribe, was killed, and the in- 
surgent leader, Ruiz, taken prisoner. 
It is now believed that the revolution is 
ending.

REPUBLICAN 
LEADERS 


Define Their Attitude Upon Pub- 


lier*Questions at Boston 


Boston, Nov.:l.'—A republic bawd on 


expansion^ principles was the idea in 
governmental policy for which Governor 
Roosevelt and Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge appealed last night at the banquet 
-of the Republican club of Massachusetts 
in Music hail. 


The dinner was fully as enthusiastic 


ae any held, and the sentiments ex- 
pressed were applauded again and again. 
Elihu B. Hayes t,of Lynn was the pre- 
siding officer, and his own words of in- 
troduction of the several gentlemen were 
full of reference to the part each had 
taken in state and national affairs. After 
consideration Of the material part of 
the dinner M>r. Hayes bade the guests a 
hearty welcome in behalf of the club in 
a brief speech. 


The first response was from Governor 


Wolcott, who referred to the close of 
his term as state executive, saying that 
he was overwhelmed with gratitude to 
the people of Massachusetts in the gen- 
erous measure of support extended and 
honors accorded him. In his successor, 
he said, the people have a man of the 
highest political ideals and business 
sagacity. He will have the respect and 
love of all who know him. 


The governor said that the state Issue* 


were not present In this campaign, and 
he wag tempted to ask if any existed. 
He said: "In the silence of our oppon- 
ents we find th« fact that there is little 
to criticise and txvthing to attack. Their 
platform includes a plea for free silver, 
but is not their silence evidence that 
their heresy has little chance of success 
in this period of unparalleled prosperity 
in the national welfare ? Their attention 
is devoted to the war being waged in the 
Philippines. We recognize that the 
situation demands our widest sagacity. 
When Dewey's guns thundered at Ma- 
nila they shattered the only sovereignty 
that there existed. Our flag is legally 
there and It will not retire in the fate of 
an armed insurrection. The flag of the 
United States will mean the spread of 
civilization, and the continued advance 
of self-government." 


Lieutenant Governor Crane, In a brief 


speech, congratulated the members of 
the club on the great gathering and on 
their valuable services. He said that the 
coming election forecasted the more im- 
portant presidential election of next 
year. He eald that he took the occasion 
to express his gratitude to the club tot 
Its greeting and for the honor accorded 
him. 


John L. Bates said.he believed the 


Democratic party and Democratic legis- 
lation were responsible for the evils of 
the trusts. He said that most of .the 
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».-_, uuipoiauons naa been organized 
under! the laws- of Delaware and New 
Jersey and under laws enacted by 
Democratic legislatures. He said he 
was a candidate for office of a party 
which places practice above precept; 
is for expansion rather than contraction; 
which stands for the Union rather than 
rebellion, for America rather than, for 
her enemies. 


The remarks of Governor Roosevelt, 


which were entirely upon the Philippine 
question, were frequently in-terrupted 
with applauae. He said the Massachu- 
setts Republicans when they fix their 
eyes oru the stars do not forget to keep 
their feet on the ground. They never 
forget the sense of higher ideal or loss 
of consciousness in getting that ideal by 
practical work. He said the questions 
for discussion concerned his hearers not 
merely as men of Massachusetts, but of 
the United States. He said that expan- 
sion was the handmaid of peace. The 
great difficulty m answennig the argu- 
ments of anti-expansionists was their 
use of loose invective and their misrep- 
resentation of facts. The people who a 
year ago denounced the war with Spain 
are the same who now denounce the 
Philippine war. They hold Aguinaldo 
asl an ideal as they believe the Maine was 
blown up from the inside. One belief is 
aa rational as the other. 


Mr. Roosevelt declared that the Span- 


ish war was the people's war, and told of 
incidents under his observation at the 
time it was declared to refute the argu- 
ment that it was brought about by specu- 
lators. , 


The speaker said the peace advocates 


in the north during the Civil war were 
responsible for the draft riots, were the 
fathers of the men who no\v prattle for 
peace which would mean the hauling 
down of our flag, and the writing of a 
page in our history which would make 
children blush with shame. The advo- 
cates of the gospel of peace in 1864 would 
be happy today in seeing our enemies in 
the Philippines praying for the success 
of the Democratic party. 


Referring to the present conditions in 


Cuba he maintained that had not the 
war been fought the island would have 
been desolated 
from one end to the 


other. And who brought peace? Its ad- 
vocates? No; but those who risked life 
tor the sake of manhood and humanity 
and to get that peace. 


Governor Roosevelt said that those who 


claim the war is McKinley's war forget 
that he divides the credit with congress, 
Which ratified the peace treaty, which, 
took the Philippines and provided the 
sinews with which to put down the in- 
surrection. He maintained that if those 
islands do not rightfully belong to us, 
then Alaska and all the territory ac- 
quired on'this continent by purchase or 
conquest do not belong to us. 


The concluding speaker was Senator 


Lodge. He referred to his return home 
after alx months in Europe, of the mea- 
gerness of American news reaching him 
and of the general antipathy of Euro- 
pean* to America and its people. He 
alfo referred to the position of the 
Democratic party In trying to hide the 
•liver Issue under the light of what they

ard Maurice Bucke's book on this poet has met with in England. Dr. Backe,

besides being a distinguished scholar, is an alienist of .reputation and 


superintendent t>f the Provincial asylum at London, Canada, enjoyed the life- 
long friendship of Whitman and, after the poet's death, became one of Whit- 
man's literary executors. Recently Dr. Bucke privately printed "Notes and 
Fragments," a large volume made up, as its title would imply, of the many in- 
teresting and suggestive fragments and notes left behind by the poet of Amer- 
ican democracy. Dr. Bucke Is also the editor of "The Wound Dresser," that 
remarkable Whitman volume made up of the poet's war letters written to 
his mother. Besides being one of the coeditors of "In Re Walt Whitman," 
that excellent biographical and critical work on the poet, Dr. Bucke is also the 
author of two psychological works of importance. One is his voimne entitled 
"Man's Moral Nature" and the other his monograph, "Cosmic Consciousness." 
To the general class of readers, however, Dr. Bucke will be known as the 
faithful and loving exponent of Whitman, whom hs greatly resembled..

The expansionist side of the Philip- 


pine question must come up for discus- 
sion even more than it has come and we 
think Senator Lodge, at the Massa- 
chusetts republican club dinner in Bos- 
ton last night, put the matter on the 
grounds it must stand on.

"Now is the accepted time. I do not 


•want this generation to fail in the task 
which has been imposed upon it; I do 
not want our children and our chil- 
dren's children reaping a bitter har- 
vest which has grown from our mis- 
takes or our cowardice to look back to 
us and say, 'O, ye of little faith, what 
have ye done?' I want them to look 
back to us as we look back to the men 
•who made the constitution, not for 13 
little states, but with a far look into 
the future, for the government of a 
nation one day to be master of a con- 
tinent. I want them to be able to say 
of us that we saw that the United 
States could not be turned into a 
gigantic Switzerland or Holland, that 
it could not be a hermit nation hidmg 
a defenseless, feeble body within a 
huge shell; that it could not be shut up 
and kept from its share of the world's 
commerce until It was smothered by a 
power hostile to it in every conception 
of justice and liberty when it might 
have prevented such a fate. 


It takes a far look into the future to 


see that In accepting the great respon- 
sibilities that come to us we are build- 
ing up our own defense and ading toour 
national permanency. To endure and 
be useful we must have room and air. 
There must not be any world condition 
Standing In the way of our asserting 
our purpose and ideals and exercising 
In the fullest our principle of national 
life. It is infinitely better to err by 
doing too much to keep our path clear 
than to err, for the sake of a weaker 
sentiment, by allowing our course to be 
narrowed by even the smallest mea- 
sure. The one great thing the critics 
of expansion fail to grasp is that we 
must suffer no power to limit the 
sphere of our opportunity. Territorial 
acquisition is, in itself, nothing; the 
heart of the thinig is maintaining free- 
dom for our right to grow, to grow, 
not necessarily in size, but in develop- 
ing our national life and exercising its 
Influence in the world. 


This is our most inalienable right, a 


right which lasts as long and no longer 
than we have the power to maintain it.

England in the course of her history 


suffered—as does every fighting 
na- 


tion—many defeats, but never one so 
humiliating to her national pride as 
her defeat at Majuba Hill on February 
27, 1881, by the rude Boera of 
the 


Transvaal. That she then accepted 
that defeat was due to the existence of 
a Gladstonian cabinet in England and 
the ever-present desire of that party 
for peace at any .price. 


It is to aveng« that defeat—Outland- 


ers' grievances and suzerainty compli- 
cations notwithstanding—that Great 
Britain la now in the field in South 
Africa with the pick of her army and 
her most trusted generals. 


February 27, 1881.

George Colley, an

what at first seemed a general move- 
ment to retreat. They, however, did 
not do so. The counsels oi Generals 
Joubert and Smidt prevailed, and the 
Boers settled down to preparations for 
an atack. 


On the English side overconfldence 


and the inevitable panicky feeling that 
always seizes a soldier when surprised 
by a daring movement such as that 
made by the Boera contributed to the 
day's defeat. To General Colley and 
his officers the position on the summit 
of the hill appeared impregnable. Its 
flat saucer-like top commanded the 
plain on every side, and no thought 
seems to have been given to artificial 
fortification. 


The Boers, however, knew that the 


sides of the hill .that rose precipitately 
from the plain, were scarred by deep 
cliffs and gullfes. Up these Joubert de- 
termined to send a band of his picked 
men, and to cover their operations the 
men in the valley opened a brisk fire 
on the soldiers: on the fail So accur- 
ate was the shooting of. the Boers that 
the English soldiers kept under cover 
as much as possible, only rising no'.v 
and then to return a volley. 
Little 


harm was done by this long-range 
firing on either side, and so confident 
of their security were the British sol- 
diers that with every volley they hurled 
taunts at the enemy in the distance. 
For six Tiours this firing continued— 
that was the length of time it took the 
two hundred and fifty Boers who at- 
tempted the ascent to climb the hill. 
Once there one party of sixty burghers 
occupied a small peak standing on the 
skirt of the summit, killing by a single 
volley the small English picket that 
held it The rest of the Boers poured 
themselves over the saucer-like edges 
of the fiat-topped mountian and took 
the British soldiers completely by sur- 
prise. The movement was so sudden, 
so totally unexpected, that the English 
force could not awake to a realization 
of what had happened. They fancied 
themselves pewend in to slaughter, and 
all the efforts of their general and his 
officers could not recall them to disci- 
pline. 
They precipitated themselves 


down the side of the hill into the very 
hands of the Boers, who advanced to 
meet them. 
. 


A han-lful of them remained to fight 


and be kil.ed, among them General 
Colley, who when he saw all hope lost, 
took his life with his own hand. Cam- 
eron, the war correspondent, who was 
taken prisoner by the Boers and im- 
mediately released, described the scene 
as one of the wildest confusion. 
The 


defeat at Laing's Nek had already de- 
moralized the handful of British sold- 
iers, who felt isolated in a strange 
country, and tbia new and startling 
attack was too much for them. Had the 
men yielded to the rallying' of their 
officers they could undoubtedly have 
withstood the attack of the Voers and 
Majuba would mark a different page 
in English military history. 


Of the six hundred British troops who 


occupied the summit of Majuba hill 
over three hundred were killed in re- 
treat The Boer loss, according to Boer 
accounts, was only one killed and five 
wovnded. 


Majuba Hill ended the brief war of. 


1881. 
In less than a month afterward 


Mr. Gladstone signed a treaty of peace 
recognizing the independence of the

4. Twentieth Oentry Educational Pro- 


blem 


A question which the nineteenth cen- 


tury transmits to the twentieth that 
seems to me of significant value is the 
one of uniting- in the one personality cul- 
ture and power. Power is primarily a 
function of the will. The man of cul- 
ture knows; the man of power does; 
The man of culture appreciates; the 
man of power 'executes. The man of 
culture gathers* up the treasures of 
others; the man of power uses every 
fact as a tool for securing results. The 


f culture is 


power Is good for something. The man 
of culture is in peril of selfishness; the 
man of power Is In peril of rashness. 
The man of culture is in perUh of sit- 
ting by the side of the ocean of life, 
careless of or indifferent to the lives 
that are intrusting themselves to its 
dangers, but appreciative of its gran- 
deur and sublimity; the man of power 
is In peril of rushing into the tumult- 
uous 
waves 
to rescue something, 


whether it be a log or a wrecked sailor 
or a bottle—he hardly knows what. The 
old college did not make the man of 
culture; but it did make the man of 
power. The new college is doing some- 
what to make the man of culture. The 
new college is also doing somewhat to 
make the man. of power. In the new 
century the college will exalt each pur- 
pose and will also unite them. The man 
of the finest culture 'will be also the 
man of the greatest power; and the 
man of the greatest power will be the 
man of the finest culture. 


These two purposes of culture and 


power are somewhat embodied in the 
two special schools o-f the higher edu- 
cation. It is a notorious fact that the 
modern, scientific school, called by va- 
rious names, such as technical, poly- 
technical, or technological, does not 
train gentlemen of culture. It makes 
good engineers, chemists, or elctric- 
lans. It does not make men of learning. 
The college does not make engineers or 
chemists or electricians, but it does 
endeavor to make men of liberal learn- 
ing. The union of these two sides of our 
educational course would be exceeding- 
ly advantageous. 
Let the 
scientific 


school make the technical scholar; and, 
in making him such, let it also make 
the gentleman of culture. Let the col- 
lege, in making the man of culture, 
make also the engineer or the chemist 
or the electrician. In a word, let every 
scientific school be a part of a college; 
and yet by no means should every col- 
lege have a scientific school, any more 
than 
every college should have 
a 


theological seminary. Let the scientific 
sohool also be regarded as a profession- 
al school co-ordinated with the school 
of law or the school of medicine ,and 
not as co-ordinate with the under- 
graduate college.—"Educational Prob- 
lems of the Twentieth Century," by 
Charles F. Thwing in the November

PROVISIONS AG'AIN'ST FIRE. 


Reitricttons to Be Enforced at the 


1'jirl* Exposition. 


Intending eihlbitors and 
visitors 


from the United States to the Paris 
exposition in 1900 -will be interested in 
knowing what arrangements and reg- 
ulations will be made by the French 
authorities against fire. The Paris 
exposition administration baa taken 
all the measures possible to afford se- 
curity 
to 
exhibitors 
and 
visitors 


against lire at the exposition, says The 
Iron Age. Their regulations are rather 
voluminous, containing 38 articles dis- 
tributed in six chapters. 


These regulations take up the open- 


Ings and exits and the stairways and 
doors of all palaces and buildings. 
They regulate'the width of doors and 
steps. All exterior doors will open in 
and out. 
Doors opening only inward 


must remain open constantly. Emer- 
gency doors will bear an inscription 
stating their purpose, and in all hall- 
ways and corridors painted arrows will 
indicate the direction of the exit. An 
emergency lighting system for night 
use will consist of lamps of one candle 
power, bearing the distinctive red col- 
or. All wood of the framework In the 
buildings will be covered with an In- 
sulating coat of nonlnflammable ma- 
terial. All stairways will be of fire- 
proof material. The floors of all build- 
Ings, palaces, theater halls, cafes, con- 
cert rooms, exhibition places and all 
railings and balustrades will also be of 
fireproof material and before accepted 
will be thoroughly tested at the ex- 
pense of the contractors. 


All decorative canvas, awnings and 


canvas coverings must be fireproof. 
All electric installation of cables, 
lamps, wires and conductors in tlia 
interior of the buildings must be put 
up under the supervision of the di- 
rector of exploitation. All motive pow- 
er will be admitted only under .rigid 
conditions. 
The use of celluloid in 


lamps, globes, balloons and other fan- 
cy apparatus for lighting decoration 
will be forbidden. The regulations for 
heating and lighting provide that it can 
only be done by gas or electricity. The 
use of hydrocarburcts, oils and pe- 
troleum, acetylene gas and other gases 
than coal gas Is positively forbidden 
either for heating, lighting or motive 
power. 


The construction of meeting halls, 


cafes, concert halls and theaters must 
be of fireproof material, and the the* 
ater curtains must be of iron or as- 
bestos cloth. 
The lighting of .such 


places will be exclusively by electrici- 
ty. A fire service as nearly perfect as 
possible will be established, with 'a 
water piping and pressure sufficient 
for firemen's service. The administra- 
tion assumes the right to enforce any 
measures that may be deemed neces- 
sary to assure safety.

"Speaking of the Boer* as a people," 


George J. 8. Collins of the Euclid 
View said to a reporter of the Bt Paul 
Pioneer Press, -"toe Boer is a sullen, 
taciturn man, living much alone. He 
will read the Bible a half hour and 
spend tbetauxt half bour^in maltreat- 
ing a native. I whs a' personal witness 
of many persecutions ipf the black men 
"by the Boers. The worst case I ever 
saw." continued Mr. Collins, "was 
when a Boer fanner bad sent a black 
man to place the cattle in one of the 
numerous kraals— large- iuclosures in 
which the cattle are placed over night 
to keep them out of the reach of wild 
beasts. The servant put them to the 
wrong kraal, and for this he was 
stretched to the wheel of a trek wagon 
and beaten with a saw blade. And the 
Boer was not very careful which side 
of the blade struck the black man's 
back. When the Boer got through beat- 
Ing the man, he was left tied to the 
wheel, his back all cut up and bleeding, 
and the Boer went in to his supper. He 
read his Bible ami asked blessing be- 
fore eating the meal, but paid no atten- 
tion to the poor native until he had fin- 
ished. Then he was released. 


"The Boer is crafty and cunning. He 


likes to live alone and dislikes a town. 
He Is not friendly to strangers. What 
Is right to the Boer is something that 
goes his own way. They are armed 
with the most modern weapons and 
pay more attention to their guns than 
they do to their families. One of their 
favorite modes of target practice is to 
start a pumpkin rolling down hill and 
shoot at it. And I never saw cue fail 
to hit the pumpkin before it got out of 
range. They are at home iu the saddle 
and will be a hard enemy to defeat I 
do not think that they will stand In an 
open. They are crafty in battle aud 
will lead on the opposing force with 
the appearance of being defeated, only 
to draw their enemy Into a larger am- 
bushed force. I fear that their tactics 
of this nature have been only too suc- 
cessful In the present trouble." 


NEW HARBOR DREDGE. 


Consnl General Lincoln Telia of a 


Machine Invented In Kussia. 


A dredging machine has been invent- 


ed in Russia that is regarded as likely 
to effect a revolution in methods of 
deepening harbors and 
waterways. 


Consul General Lincoln of Antwerp, in 
a long communication to the state de- 
partment at Washington, describes the 
machine. 


The dredge is electrically self pro- 


pelling and controllable, the electric 
installation of each half consisting of 
a fore and aft triple expansion en- 
gine. The propulsion of the dredge is 
accomplished entirely by screws driv- 
en by electric motorsi-»all other move- 
ments being effected by the direct use 
of steam. 


The fundamental idea in the instal- 


lation of the electrical equipment, as 
Indeed of all the machinery, has been 
that the directing mind in the operat- 
ing room should have close at hand 
and always ready for, instant use the 
means to start, stop ,#£.-modify all the 
movements of the great machine. To 
this end the means of absolutely con- 
trolling the entire ejectrical apparatus 
is placed back of and to the right and 
left of the operator In the form of 
switches, rheostats, controllers and 
compensators. Consul General Lincoln 
says: 


"All parts of the dredge were sub- 


jected to searchiiiga||Ials prior to the 
departure of the plant for St. "Peters- 
burg. One set of tests for one-half of 
the dredge was conducted at Drygoten, 
Belgium, on a testing ground provided 
by the Belgian government In a basin 
of about 40 acres. The other was con- 
ducted at Steendorp, on a bar in the 
river Scheldt about ten miles above 
Antwerp. 
Unofficial trial No. 1 at 


Drygoten was for the purpose of as- 
certaining the precision with which a 
given stratum could be taken, and it 
was found possible by raising and low- 
ering the cutters to take a stratum of 
thickness up to seven feet The dredge 
advanced at a speed proportioned to 
the depth of the cut, fast for a shallow 
excavation, more slowly for a deep 
one."

Dr. V. O. Armstrong Tell* of *tb*

F. C, Armstrong was a crack athlete

What I want is a lad 
with a good heart one, say, that has 
the average beat of from 72 to 80.

Then he must have 
lungs that will expand 2% Inches at 
the very least and most of my lads 
can expand &A and many four. The 
next requirements are strong legs and 
back. If he has all these essentials 
and la moderately intelligent be can 
play football.' I don't care whether 
his muscles are bunched and tight or 
loose and flabby. It is a silly notion 
of many persons that only those are 
.strong who can show a great bunch 
of muscles. 


"Well, I have seen college footbaal 


players who could play through a 
game with a sprained ankle and bro- 
ken nose, tear a hole in a line big 
enough for a train of cars to pass 
through and tackle with the ferocity 
of a tiger. Yet those fellows when 
stripped showed fiat muscles and not 
much development. Hlnkey of Yale 
and Simms of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, the most terrific ends one 
could hope to see, were of this sort 
Their strength was latent not appar- 
ent 


"With all the physical requirements 


equal the lad with the most intelli- 
gence will make the best player. It is 
a fact not generally appreciated that 
one of the principal advantages de- 
rived from football is mental. The 
brain works in unison with the body. 
The ner'es act as a lot of telegraph 
wires running to separate muscles. 
The stimulus is sent over them, and as 
•the muscular tissue develops the brain 
tissue develops at-an equal rate. They 
progress in unison, and out of a thou- 
sand schoolboys ati expert can pick the 
ones who play football simply by their 
carriage, brought about by* this mental 
development 
The boys start in awkward. Gradu- 


ally they learn to control their muscles, 
to'handle themselves gracefully and 
finally to acquire self reliance that 
gives them the gift to encounter any- 
thing, and those 'are the boys who get 
along best In after life. You may know 
that a player must be quick of mind 
when I ten yon that we had 69 differ- 
ent plays last year, and the team had 
to remember these so accurately that 
when the long Involved signals were 
given each man could act on the sec- 
ond. 
, "The more intelligent a boy is the 
better he will remember how to ob- 
serve the rules and hints for self pro- 
tection.

Were it not for careless- 
ness and lack of training the bad acci- 
dents would be lessened by half. The 
most important thing for a beginner to 
learn is the proper way of falling on a 
ball. If you tumble on the pigskin 
with your body all curled up and your 
elbow sticking on the ground when 20 
others fall on you, there Is often a 
broken arm, collar bone or rib to take 
care of. That is criminal negligence. 
College men are instructed to dive for 
the ball, dragging one toe so that the 
body may not curl up, but fall not flat 
on the stomach, but a little on one side. 
The ball yon want to keep hold of, not 
under your body or face, bnt between 
your neck and crook of elbow. Throw 
one arm around the ball with elbow 
out flat so that when the weight falls 
It will not snap the bone. Throw the 
other arm over the ball. In this posi- 
tion both teams can pile on yon and do 
no barm. 


"Now about tackling. The reckless 


boy who is playing for the grand stand 
will often get his head just where the 
runner's knee will strike it and there 
is a severe shock. The best way to 
barn tackling is with a dummy. 1 
teach my boys to catch the dummy 
with head thrown to one side. That 
saves your bead. The moment you 
have a grip on the runner pull him to- 
ward you with all your strength. That 
is the secret of good tackling. An- 
other point is to go at your man with- 
out hesitation, and In doing this yon 
may have to overlook the rule about i 
keeping the1 head to one side. The 
softest place to put it Is in the othex 
man's stomach. 


"My one advice to the back is not to 


keep head down until he strikes the 
line. 'Any One who'has seen McBrlde 
of Yale run must have noticed bow 
dashes along with head up, watching- 
where he runs, the only way to do, for! 
with your head down yon are likely to 
run Into any one, and then when bej 
strikes the mass ducks low Into an. 
opening and emerges on the other

The committee in reporting summed 


up the result of its investigations by 
saying that Mr. Tolman was a corpora- 
tion man pure and simple, and op- 
posed to the interests of organized la- 
bor.

circulars urging the voters, to- vote 
against Mr Tolman, this work to in- 
clude reaching every voter in the dis- 
trict. The unioa men are 
confident 


that in view of the results accomplished 
with only a day or so of work last 
year, they can accomplish their pur- 
pose by starting In early thia year.
